HOUSE VOTES HALF MILLION TO 
EQUIP NAVY STATION. ~ 


(BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The House 
today authorized immediate use of 
$500,000 to equip ,Mare Island navy 
yard to begin building a dreadnaught 
or battle cruiser, the firet to be con- 
structed on the Pacific Coast in a 
government yard, and authorized ex- 
penditure of $100,000 to enlarge the 
facilities at the New York navy yard. 
The Senate has not yet acted. 

The resolution would transfer $600,- 
000 of the money already appro- 
priated for dreadnaughts Nos. 43 and 
44 for the extension work at the yards. 
Its passage was epecially asked by 
Secretary Daniels, who pointed out the 
limited capacity of American ehip- 
building yards for constructing dread- 
naughts and said that if the naval 
increases contemplated in the admin- 
istration’s preparedness programme 
were to be carried out it would be 
necessary to increase the capacity of 
government yards. 

The government yards bid a mil- 
lion dollars under private proposals 
for dreadnaughts Noe. 43 and 44. The 
$500,000 will equip Mare Island for 
the work, aside from adding a long- 
sought dreadnaught yard on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

The equipment of Mare Island will 
give the government two major con- 
struction yards, the other in New 
York, and the Navy Department plans 
soon to add the Puget Sound, Norfolk 
and Philadelphia yards to the list. 

The construction of battleship No. 
44 at Mare Island will be the first 
work done there on a big ship since 
the old monitor Monadnock was built 
there. It has been proposed that the 
name California, now assigned to the 
dreadnaught under construction § at 
the New York yard, be transferred to 
No. 44, because the ship will repre- 
sent the first modern capital ship to 
be built by the government itself on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Battleship No, 43 will be laid down 
at the New York yard next Septem- 
ber, as the present California is off 
the way theré, and No. 44 will be 
laid down at Mare Island probably 
about the same time.

Feb. 1.—The 
Indians on the Navajo reservation in 
Northeastern Arizona were threaten- 
ing to kill all the white inhabitants 
of Tuba and burn the government 
buildings there, according to William 
Dubree, supertntendent of construction 
of the Indian school at Tuba, who ar- 
rived here late yesterday with infor- 
poten concerning the threatened up- 

ing. 

The few Caucasian families living 
at Tuba have but a small amount of 
arms and ammunition with which to 
defend themselves, Dubree said today 
in telling of the threats of the In- 

ans. 


Supt. T. Runke and two police offi- 
cers of Tuba attempted to arrest a 
“bad” Indian at a point about fifty 
miles north of that town January 26, 
Dubree stated. The Indian shot at 
the officers and was himeelf killed 
when the policemen returned the fire. 
Friends of the Indian tmmediately 
began to foment trouble among other 
Indians on the reservation, he added, 
and some of the Piutes, who went on 
the warpath in the Bluff (Utah) dis- 
trict about a year ago, also agi- 
tating a disturbance among this band, 
Tuba is on the “painted desert,” 
about ninety miles north of here. The 
Indian school headquarters of the In- 
dian superintendent are located there, 

UPRISING DISCREDITED. 

« FP. NIGHT WIRE) 
SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Feb. 
7.— Local government officials have 
received no official notification of the 
threatened Indian uprising on the 
Navajo reservation. They do not be- 
lieve there is any danger of a serious 
situation there.

WALLACE OUSTED FROM 


MILLIONAIRE ACREAGE. 


s CCORDING to advices received 
A by The Times from Washington 
last night the Secretary of the 
Interior yesterday denied the appeal 
of Kenneth Wallace against the peti- 
tion of the Huntington Land and Im- 
provement Company to make proof 
and secure patent to six acres of very 
valuable land in the corporate limits 
of San Marino, near Oak Knoll. 

The action of the Secretary con- 
firms that of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, who decided 
against the Wallace appeal, and defi- 
nitely determines the future owner- 
ship of the land, provided the Hunt- 
ington Land and Improvement Com- 
pany makes the proper proof. 

Mr. Wallace made a homestead 
entry on the land in question No- 
vember 16, 1914. The Huntington 
Land and Improvement Company 
filed a protest, saying it had been in 
possession of the land for forty years. 
Later the cumpany filed an applica- 
tion to purchase the land. This was 
suspended. 

The law provides that persons who 
have purchased in good faith and for 
a valuable consideration lands of 
Mexican grantees may secure them 
from the United States at the mini- 


mum price established by law, upon | 
making proof of the facts required. 
The lots tnvolved in this case are 


shown upon the townsite plats ap- 
proved April 4, 1904. as the private 
land claim of Lugardo Agullar, and 
surveyed in 1858. The claim in ques- 
tion was granted by Gov. Manuel 
Michelt Orena to Manual Dolivera in 


1843. 

The tracts contain 44.18 acres, 
whereas the original survey contains 
50.41 acres, a difference of 6.23 
acres, which were a part of the pri- 
vate land claim, but not shown as 
public land until April, 1904. 

It was set up by the Huntington Land 
and Improvement Company that the 
land in question was embraced within 
the exterior boundaries of a Mexican 
land grant and that the company is 
the successor in interest of the orig- 
inal Mexican grantees through mesne 
conveyance. 

The proofs now required of the 
Huntington Land and Improvement 
Company must show facts that will 
enable the department to determine 
whether the land is claimed under a 
chain of title emanating from the 
original Mexican grantees, the consid- 
eration paid, whether or not at the 
time of the purchase it was believed 
to be a part of the Mexican grant 
and when it first became known to 
the claimants that the lots were 
shown upon the township plat as va- 
cant public land.

WORK HARDER HERE. 

Appellate Court of Second District Has 
Longest List of Cases. 

A comparative statement of the 
number of cases decided by the State 
Supreme and the three District Courts 
of Appeal, during the year just closed, 
shows that the District Court of the 
Second Appellate District leads 
the Appellate courts. in the num- 
ber of decisions rendered. 

The Supreme Court, with seven 
judges, gave decisions in 361 caises. 

The District Court for the First Dis- 
trict, sitting in San Francisco, made 
170 decisions. The District Court for 
the Second District, sitting in Los An- 
geles, and presided over by Justices 
Conrey, Shaw and James, decided 202 
cases. The Appellate Court of the 
Third District, at Sacramento, gave 
161 decisions. 

Of the District Appellate Courts the 
Second District Court has the record 
for the greatest number of opinions 
written, exceeding the San Francisco 
court by thirty-two cases, decided. 
The judges of the Supreme Court 
wrote a full average number of deci- 
sions, except Justice Lorrigan, who 
has been ill, and Justice Lawlor, who 
wrote but two opiniong the entire year.

Appellate Court Passes on Two of 
Same Judgo’s Cases. 

The District Court of Appeal! has re- 
versed the judgment of Superior Judge 
Cole of Imperial county, in refusing 
a new trial to Wilson P. Harlan, con- 
victed of committing an assault upon 
his stepdaughter, and sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The Court of Appeal holds that the 
trial court committed a fatal error in 
charging the jury to the effect that it 
had been shown by the evidence that 
other lascivious crimes had been com- 
mitted by the prisoner—that it was 
for the jury to find that condition, if 
t existed 


The same court affirmed the judg- 
ment of Judge Cole in refusing a new 
trial to BE. J. Phillips, convicted of 
larceny, in that he had disposed of 
several head of cattle without inform- 
ing the person to whom the gale was 
made of the existence of a mortgage, 
and had failed to inform the mort- 
gagee that the sale had been made. 
Phillips was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment, and the payment of a 
fine of $200. The higher courts abro- 
gated ‘the fine feature of the sentence.
